RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on March 25, 2003 by the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office setting a one month period for response which was set to expire on 
April 25, 2003. 

Claims 19-33 and 39 are pending in the application. 

Restriction has been required under 35 U.S.C. §121 as follows: 

Group I: Claims 19-29 and 39 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition. 
Group II: Claims 30-33 drawn to a kit for the treatment of appetency disorders 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect, with traverse, the subject matter of Group I, 
Claims 19-29 and 39. 
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The restriction requirement is traversed and reconsideration and modification thereof are 
requested because claims 19-29 and 39 which cover pharmaceutical compositions and claims 30- 
33 which cover a kit for the treatment of appetency disorders, are simply different aspects of the 
same inventive concept and should, therefore, be considered a single invention and not "two or 
more independent and distinct inventions" within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. §121.
